St. Joseph’s will also confer hon- 
orary LL.D: degrees on three 
others. They are Morris E. Jacobs, 
president of the advertising firm 
of Bozell and Jacobs, of Omaha, 
Neb., and a member of St. Joseph’s 
Board of Lay Trustees; Albert A. 
Leach, New Mexico geologist who 
donated land to St. Joseph’s in 
1957; and Justin H. Oppenheim, 
retired Ohio business executive and 
a member of the St. Joseph’s Board 
of Lay Trustees. 

Dr. White is the author of 12 
books and a member or past mem- 
ber of academic, governmental, 
religious an d ci vic organizations 
and societies. She is a former na- 
tional president Of the American 
Association of University Profes- 
-gOTs i -former pres i den t "'Of the Col- 
lege English Association; a former 
director of the National Conference 
of Christians and Jews; a former 
executive committee member of the 


American Council on Education; 
and former chairman of the U.S. 
Board of Foreign Scholarships. 

Since 1939 Dr. White has re- 
ceived the honorary LL.D. degree 
from three colleges, the honorary 
Litt.D. degree from six colleges 
and the honorary L.H.D. degree 
from five colleges. 

Dr. White earned the A.B. and 
A.M. degrees from Radcliffe col- 
lege in 1916 and 1917, and the 
Ph.D. from the University of Wis- 
consin in 1924. She has taught 
English at Wisconsin since 1919 
and has been a visiting professor 
at Barnard college, Columbia uni- 
versity and Harvard. 

She 7 has also been the -recipient 
of 13 awards and fellowships, in- 
cluding the Laetare Medal from the 
University of Notre Dame, the 
Cardinal Newman award, the 
Christopher - Literary award, a 
Guggenheim Fellowship and a Fol- 
ger Library Research Fellowship. 

Mr. Jacobs, a native! of Omaha, 
is an alumnus of the University of 


Loan Assn, and, since last June, 
a member of the Agency Admin- 
istration committee of the Ameri- 
can Association of Advertising 
Agencies. He is also an officer or 
member of 23 civic, welfare, edu- 
cational and religious organiza- 
tions. 

Mr. Jacobs holds an honorary 
LL.D. degree from Creighton unh 
versity and last year was pre- 
sented the Distinguished Service 
award by the Missouri university

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Religion Courses Changes Add 
Some Practicalities, Problems

Recent changes in the requirements 
and courses of the Department of 
Religion a,t St.- Joseph's have been the 
subject, of miich discussion at meetings 
of the administration and faculty for 
some time. 

Rather than the usual nine hours of 
lower level courses and three, of upper 
level hours whiclrhas been required by 
the college for many years, the student 
_ n ow must" idTow 15 hours - o f i‘'ol igicnT, 
all five courses of which are stipulated 
by the college. 1 

Included in the . list of required 
courses are: The Sacred Liturgy; 
Christ in the Scriptures ; God and 
Creation; Christian Morality: and 
Christology. The latter three are upper 
level courses. 

Noticeable in this change is the 
attempt to separate the courses offered 
from those taken in Catholic high 
schools. The two lower level courses 
appear to be of a more practical nature 
than those offered before the change. 
With the 'Church's modern trend 
toward an understanding of ■ the Lit- 
urgy, the first course should tie in 
very well. The second course should 
aid the student toward a good know- 
ledge of Christ's actions here on earth: 
These courses, then, explore the prin- 
ciples of our religion without delving 
into philosophical explanations before 
the student has had any strong phi- 
losophy courses. 

Oil the upper 1 evel , the student is 
required to - fake courses in which he 

• tv 

can use his philosophical knowledge to 
give him an understanding of the rea- 
sons why the Church teachles what it 
does. The move of the course, Christian 
Morality, from the lower to the upper 
level undoubtedly suggests a thorough 


change in the structure of the course 
from common sense to intellectual 
knowledge. 

These changes do have some draw- 
backs, though, which might tend to 
crowd some schedules to their utmost 
capacity. Whereas, before the change 
students were only required to list 
i three upper level hours in this subject, 
t they now must show nine hours, an 
1 1 iilcrFasemf si x u i pp e r T ev ol or edit 1 1 oj i r s . 

Also, if a student desires to take 
Christian Marriage, lie must then take 
12 upper level hours of religion, the 
' equivalent of a minor requirement. 
These added hours could definitely 
crowd out some required hours in the 
student's major' or minor field, and 
could also greatly discourage the 
scheduling of the marriage course. 

Since many students come to college 
with little or no formal traiiiiugsin the 
teaching of the Church on marriage, 
one solution to this problem cotild be 
j the scheduling of a series oL talks by 
doctors, lawyers, priests and young 
married couples on Rie problems of 
‘‘ co-existence ” with a spouse. These 
conferences, commonly known as the 
Family Life series, have been most 
! successful at many all-male colleges 
across the nation in the past few years. 

In general, the new courses required 
should give the student a better and 
higher level of understanding of his 
religion, but the hours required coul'd 
result in a hardship on his schedule. 
Cooperation between the stfident and 
the faculty in the proper Scheduling of 
classes could alleviate this hardship 
and an attempt to offer the student 
pre-marital aid outside of classes could 
reduce if~ even further and make for a 
well-educated student at graduation.

Although the 1959-60 Council stepped 
down from office last Tuesday night, their 
work has not ceased.

Vance Packard, author of The Hidden 
Persuaders, tells an objective tale of how 
today’s advertising agencies are using 
hidden urges and frustrations to differen- 
tiate / like products in the consumer’s hyp- 
notized eyes. 

Have you ever longed for a big red 
convertible? Do you know why? Well, ac- 
cording to the M.R. experts, you longed for 
the convertible because you® connected it 
with the desire for a mistress in your sub- 
conscious.

Joe Kanamueller, a senior chem- 
istry major at St. Joseph’s, has 
been chosen as the recipient of a 
Fullbright Scholarship, the first 
one ever awarded to a student of 
the colege. 

Through the Fullbright gL ar /> 
Kanamueller will attend the Uni- 
versity of Heidelberg, where he 
[ will work toward his masters de- 
gree in chemistry. The scholarship 
will pay his expenses for ten 
months of schooling, including tui- 
tion, books, travel both in this 
country and in Germany, and a 
maintenance allowance. 

Kangmueller, a resident of Chi- 
cago, is a member of the Chess and 
Checkers club, Delta Epsilon Sig- 
ma, Who’s Who, and is treasurer 
of Digamma Kappa Lambda. Ha 
was. also junior delegate of the 
NFCCS this year. Along with the 
Fullbright scholarship, he has re- 
ceived assistantship offers from 
the University of Minnesota, Pur- 
due and Northwestern,. When he 
returns from Germany, he plans 
to attend the University of Min- 
nesota and later teach college 
chemistry. 

Applicants for the Fullbright 
scholarship must apply before No- 
vember 1 to the campus advisor, 
who sends their file in to a state 
committee. Included in the appli- 
cation material are a life history, 
an explanation of the course of 
study desired, a /ran script of cred- 
its, a certificate of health and a 
certificate of proficiency in a for- 
eign language. 

After a review by the state 
committee, the application, if ap- 
proved, is sent to the International 
Institute of Education, where it 
is again reviewed and sent to the
